Water-use Violators 
Face $500 Fine 
On August 6, the Romulus 

City Council amended its “emer- 

gency water conservation" ordi- 

nance to: 

* provide for odd-even watering 
days (or total prohibition of 
outdoor watering) during any 
officially designated “water 
supply emergency’ and 

e establish penalties for violators. 

According to the new ordinance, 

persons using water from the City 

of Romulus Water Supply System 
for the purpose of watering their 
lawns or landscaping must do so 
on an alternate-day basis (even- 
numbered days for property with 
an even-numbered street address; 
odd-numbered days for an odd- 
numbered address) when a water 
emergency has been announced 
by broadcast from a radio or TV 
station with a normal operating 
range covering the city. The Direc- 
tor of the Department of Public 

Works may, upon request, pro- 

vide exceptions to this restriction 

in the case of new lawn or land- 
scaping installations, or where 


necessary to prevent imminent | 


financial loss to the water user. 
The ordinance does not prohibit 
the recreational use of sprinklers 
by children. 

Violators may be finedamaxi- 
mum of $10 for a first offense; 
$500 for subsequent offenses. 4

Two outstanding Romulus Commu- 
nity Schools teachers retired at the end 
of the 2000-2001 school year.
